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BILL 


Alter the Distribution of the Constabulary Force 
in Ii eland, and to make better Provision for the 
Police Force in the Borough of Belfast. 

W HEREAS the Lords Justices of Ireland did, on the Third Preamble. 
Day of November One thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-four, issue their Warrant to certain Commissioners, 
directing them to hold a Court of Inquiry at Belfast, and to report 
5 upon the existing local Arrangements for the Preservation of the 
Peace of that Borough, the Magisterial Jurisdiction exercised 
within it, and the Amount and Constitution and Efficiency of the 
Police Eorce usually available there, and other Matters relating 
thereto : And whereas the said Commissioners, having duly inquired 
10 into the said several Matters as directed by the said Warrant, have 
made their Report thereon, dated the Eighth Day of March last : 

And whereas it is expedient to provide for the more effectual 
Preservation of the Peace of the said Borough, and to alter the 
Distribution of the Constabulary Eorce now maintained in the 
15 several Counties and Towns in Ireland, and for that Purpose to 
amend an Act passed in the Twentieth and Twenty-first Years of 
the Reign of Her Majesty, Chapter Seventeen, intituled « An Act 
“ to amend the Act of the Eleventh and Twelfth Years of Her 
[Bill 122.] A “ Majesty, 
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“ Majesty, Chapter Seventy-two, so far as relates to the Distribu- 
“ tion of the Constabulary Force in Ireland Be it therefore enacted 
by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice 
and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
in tills present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the 5 
same, as follows : 

1. Prom and after the Commencement of this Act it shall not 
be lawful for the Town Council of the Borough of Belfast to appoint 
or maintain any Police Force; and all Persons who have been 
appointed Chief Constables, Inspectors, Constables,, or other Officers 10 
of the said Force, shall cease to hold their Offices, and shall 
severally discontinue acting in such Offices accordingly. 

2. The Municipal Borough of Belfast shall for the Purposes of 
this Act be constituted a distinct District, lierern-after called the 
Town of Belfast ; and all and every the Provisions of the several 15 
Acts relating to the Constabulary Force in Ireland shall apply to 
the said Town of Belfast. 

3. Whereas it is expedient to alter the Distribution of the Con- 
stabulary Force in the several Counties and Towns in Ireland, and 

to allot to the Town of Belfast a just Proportion thereof : Be it 20 
therefore enacted, That the Schedule to this Act annexed, and the 
Distribution of the Constabulary Force therein provided, shall be 
substituted for the Schedule annexed to the Act of the Twentieth 
and Twenty-first Years of Her Majesty, Chapter Seventeen. 

4. It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to add to the Con- 25 
stabulary Force to which the Town of Belfast null be entitled under 
the Schedule to this Act annexed any Number of Men of the said 
Force, not exceeding Three hundred and twenty, in addition to the 
Number in the said Schedule mentioned, and the Number of the 
Constabulary Force shall be increased accordingly ; and it shall be 30 
lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, at any Time he shall think fit, to • 
reduce either in the whole or in part the said additional Force. 

5. The Expense of the said additional Force, save as to the 
additional Pay herein-after mentioned, shall, in the first instance, 

be advanced and defrayed in like Manner as the Expense of the 35 
Force appointed under the Constabulary Acts is to be advanced and 
defrayed ; One Moiety of the Monies so advanced shall be raised 
by the Town Council of the Borough of Belfast by means of Bates, 
to be levied from the rateable Property in the said Borough.

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6 . The Receiver of the Constabulary shall, on or before the Receiver 
First Bay of December in every Tear, transmit to the Town G™™' 
Council an Estimate of all such Sums as it shall be neces- St'lo 
sary to raise and levy in the Borough of Belfast in respect of Colm cil Es- 

8 the Expense of the said additional Constabulary Eorce and the 
other Expenses in this Act mentioned for the coming Tear ; and for coming 
the said Council shall transmit such Account to the Inspector T “ r ' 
General of Constabulary, with such Remarks thereon as they shall 
think fit to be made ; and the Inspector General, or in his Absence 
10 his Deputy, having ascertained the Amount of the Monies charge- 
able to the said Borough, shall make his Certificate under Ms Hand, 
and transmit the same when approved by the CMef or Under- 
secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, to the Mayor; and thereupon 
the Town Council shall forthwith make and levy a Rate sufficient 
18 for the Payment thereof, and shall thereout, or out of any other 
Monies in their- Hands, pay the Amount mentioned in such "Certifi- 
cate to the Paymaster- General’s Department in Ireland. 

7. The Officers of the Constabulary Eorce in the Town of Belfast ... 
shall consist of One Inspector, who shall rank as a County In- 

20 spector of Constabulary, and be called “ the Inspector of Constabu- of lhe c<m ' 
“ lal T *» Town of Belfast,” and Two Sub-Inspectors ; who SSI 
shall be provided from the Number of Sub-Inspectors mentioned in Bsl . fast > aad 
the Schedule hereto annexed. The Inspector shall he appointed SeSfS 
in like Manner as Constabulary Officers now are, and his Salary 
25 shall he Four hundred Founds a Year, and shall he wholly defrayed 
by the Town Council of the Borough, and shall be included in the 
Account to be furnished by the Receiver of Constabulary, under the 
Sixth Section of this Act, and he raised and paid in the Manner 
therein directed. 

^ 8. And whereas after this Act shall come into operation the Extra Ee- 

Constabulary Force stationed within the Town of Belfast will he munei ; ation 
obliged to discharge the Duties of Night Watchmen therein, and m,.®' 
it is expedient that each Member of the said Force discharging 
such Duties should receive a reasonable Addition to his ordinary 
35 Pay : Be it therefore enacted. That each Member of the said Force 
shall, in respect of each Day during which he shall discharge the 
Duties of Night 'Watchman, he entitled to receive and shall he paid 
the Sum of Sixpence in addition to his ordinary Pay, and such 
additional Pay shall he wholly defrayed by the Town Council of 
40 the Borough of Belfast, and shall be included by the Receiver of 
Constabulary in the Account to he furnished by him under the 
Sixth Section of this Act, and shall be raised and paid in manner 
therein directed. 
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9. It shall he lawful for the Council of the said Borough (if they 
shall so think fit) to grant to any Head Constable, Inspector, or 
Constable belonging to the present Police Porce of said Borough, 
whose Office shall cease or become unnecessary by means of the 
Provisions of this Act, such an adequate Compensation, by way of 5 
yearly Allowance, or other Gratuity, as shall to them seem just : 
Provided always, that any such Compensation shall ho wholly 
charged on and defrayed by the Local Punds which the said 
Council may have Authority to levy. 

10. If any Officer, Constable, or other Person of the said Local 10 
Police Porce shall he appointed under the Powers of tins Act to 
the said Constabulary Porce, his previous Service in the said Local 
Police shall, for the Purposes of Superannuation and otherwise, he 
accounted as Service in the said Constabulary Porce. 

11. The several Provisions relating to the Applotment, Levy, 15 
Collection, Recovery, and Receipts of Rates applicable wholly or in 
part to the Support of the Police Porce and Establishment in the 
Police District of Belfast shall continue in force notwithstanding 
the passing of this Act. 

12. This Act and the several Acts now in force relating to the 20 
Constabulary Porce in Ireland shall be construed as One Act, so far 

as is consistent with the Tenour hereof, and not hin g herein contained 
shall be construed to deprive the Lord Lieutenant of any Power 
now vested in him in relation to the said Constabulary Porce. 

13. The Expression ft Lord Lieutenant ” in this Act shall mean 25 
the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
Ireland. 

14. This Act shall come into Operation from and after a Day 

to be fixed by the Lord Lieutenant, and notified in the “ Dublin 
Gazette.” 30 

15. This Act may he cited for all Purposes as the “ Constabulary 
(Ireland) Amendment Act, 1865.”
